How surcharged with explosive elements 
the little sage of Auburn was when the 
spark was indiscreetly applied, or how 
the steady-going diplomatic pacer must 
have been galled before he kicked over 
the traces, we may surmise after recoy- 
‘ering from the shock of surprise. Coh- 
sider the case, Here.is the manager of 
‘Brother Johnathan’s relations with his 
seighbors of the family of nations, who 
fur nearly four years has been, to all 
outward appearance, mild explaining, 
apologizing, coaxing, soothing adjust- 
ing and toiling in the silken harness of 
diplomacy, as he has declared, to deprive 
our household enemies of forcigt sympa- 
thy and support, In the devoted pur- 
suit of this purpese, he has incurred the 
odium of cowardice, of truckling to for- 
eign potentates, of sacrificing the honor 
and dignity of his country, of being the 
Quaker Minister of a warrior Power, 
and so general had become this impres- 
sion that he had fewer friends among 
the supporters of the Government than 
any other member of the Cabinet. To 
be fiercely excited by the insults and 
menaces of England and France, and to 
abuse Seward for not resenting them 
with manly and determined spirit, was 
the habit of the popular mind, and we 
are not prepared to maintain that this 
restiveness under a policy of cronic 
cringing and “ whispered humbleness” 
was not pardonable or inspired by a 
sound ‘conviction of such humiliation 
being unnecessary. The British Cabi- 
net scemed too well pleased with Sew- 
ard’s policy. “It was a popular impres- 
sion that if ever arupture of our sore 
relations with England became inevita- 
ble, the President would be compelled to 
transfer the Secretary’s portfolio to a 
bolder hand. Either the Minister, whose 
| position gave him a better opportunity 
for learning the full measure of British 
perfidy had lung been bottling his indig- 
nation from motives of expediency, and 
had therefore been unjustly censured by 
his countrymen, or British persistence 
insult, combined with the severe criti- 
cism of loyu! men, had braced his tuo 
pliant spine ; for, suddenly, about the 
time Tory bravado expected to be grat- 
ified by an huinble apology to Brazil fur 
the scizure of the Florida, our friends 
over the water were startled by the 
publication of a letter to Lord Wharn- 
cliffe, in which, released from diplomatic: 
fetters, Seward opened upon the British 
supporters of the slave-holder’s rebellion 
and the policy pursued by the British 
Government throughout the war. The 
spur might have galled a more sitbmis- 
sive man than Seward. This Lord 
Wharncliffe is the President of an asso- 
ciaticn of aristocrats and shipping mer- 
chants, the avowed object of which is 
“to promote the cause of Southern inde- 
pendence,” or iu plainer words, the de- 
struction of the United States.
